Dear  Listener, 

Times  are  hard.  Public  broadcasters  and  other 
arts  agencies  reflect  economic  reality.  KPFK's  latest 
fund  drive  reached  its  minimum  goal  —  barely  — 
with  no  margin  for  cost  overruns.  Our  target  was 
$325,000;  we  reached  $300,000. 

Whew!  It's  hard  to  imagine  coming  through  the 
next  four  months  with  no  contingency  funds.  Not 
to  worry.  We  shall  manage.  We  hope  you  will  too. 
And  thank  you  very  much  for  your  support  in 
these  times. 

One  thing's  for  sure:  KPFK's  staff  and  volun- 
teers have  some  work  ahead  to  improve  our  basic 
service  to  you. 

We  have  organized  this  notion  of  improvement  into  what  we  call  a  Strategic  Plan- 
ning Process.  I've  made  nole  of  it  before  in  this  column.  I  bear  much  responsibility  for 
making  sure  the  project  moves  forward  and  for  working  on  ways  to  improve  the  dia- 
logue we  seek  with  you.  This  dialogue  began  among  ourselves  and  is  now  going  out  to 
programmers  and  volunteers. 

Along  the  way,  we've  overlooked  a  sound  principle:  you  probably  know  the 
phrase:  KISS  (Keep  It  Simple,  Stupid).  Well,  some  more  attention  to  that  principle 
should  help  move  our  planning  process  along. 

Nonetheless,  we  are  collecting  some  very  valuable  information  concerning  the 
many  forces  at  work  upon  public  radio  and  this  Pacifica  station  in  1992.  And  the  deci- 
sions based  on  the  data  that  we  gather  will  be  eventually  crunched  into  a  set  of  goals 
and  objectives  which  will  constitute  our  future  directions. 

In  the  immediate  future,  we  plan  some  special  programs  that  seek  to  go  beyond 
racial  and  cultural  stereotyping  into  more  creative  thinking  about  group  relations  in 
Southern  California.  In  this  regard,  I  ask  you  to  find  the  series  called  lnter-Cul.  (Check 
Highlights  for  details.)  Please  listen.  May  20  and  May  27  at  7:30  am.  (This  series  will 
continue  into  June.)  We  have  chosen  Pat  Benson  Duldulao  as  Executive  Producer  for 
the  series.  She  has  had  much  practice  in  the  art  of  inter-cultural  relations  and  we  are 
proud  to  put  this  project  on  her  plate. 

As  a  multicultural  organization  (I  know  there's  a  controversy  of  the  Politically  Cor- 
rect kind  around  this  word),  KPFK's  mission  statement  is  our  guide.  Lest  we  forget,  the 
statement  reads  in  part: 

In  radio  broadcasting  operations. ..to  engage  in  any  activity  that  shall  contribute  to 
a  lasting  understanding  between  nations  and  between  the  individuals  of  all  nations, 
races,  creeds  and  colors;  to  gather  and  disseminate  information  on  the  causes  of  con- 
flict between  any  and  all  such  groups;  and  through  any  and  all  means  compatible  with 
the  purposes  of  Pacifica,  to  promote  the  study  of  political  and  economic  problems  and 
of  the  causes  of  religious,  philosophical  and  racial  antagonisms. 

Before  dosing,  allow  me  to  pay  homage  to  a  departing  KPFK  staffer.  For  more  than 
a  decade,  Roberto  Naduris  went  through  thick  and  thin  with  this  station.  He  served 
you  in  the  News  Department  and  volunteered  each  week  to  put  together  the  Spanish 
language  news  material  too.  I  le  helped  found  Noticiero  Pacifica  and  leaves  it  in  the 
capable  hands  of  Carlos  Quintanilla.  Goodbye,  Roberto,  and  here's  wishing  low  and 
good  fortune  to  your  capable,  progressive  and  ever  thoughtful  soul. 

Thank  you  again  for  your  support  during  this  last,  hard  fund  drive.  Keep  listening.
